LAST LIFELINE NAZI ' 
GARRISON IN DOOMED 
CITY HAS DEEN CUT 


FIVE FRANTIC GERMAN 
COUNTERATTACKS IN 
THREE DAYS CRUSHED 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—llPh-The last 
thin lifeline of the nazi garrison 
ol Aachen was cut in the battle 


t oi the Siegfried line today by Amer- 


ican forces which battled to a junc- 
tion from 
positions 
north 
and 


northeast of the city. 


The junction was made at Wur- 


relen, three miles north of the 
city, by the U. S. First army which 


\ crushed five frantic counterattacks 


in three days and knocked out 50 
to 60 of the enemy's tanks. Wurse- 
len was mopped up in the process. 


With the city completely locked 


bp encircling forces, the Germans 
were reduced to supplying the gar- 
rison by parachute. 
Elsewhere allied forces sent pa- 


trols across the Neder Rhine in 
Holland, clamped a two-edged hold 
on the gea. approaches to Antwerp 
in Belgium and captured a dozen 
towns, villages and forts in a broad 
advance in the Vosges which took 
French troops to within 32 miles 
of the Rhine.

HUNGARY REPORTED 
IN THROES OF REIGN 
OF TERROR MONDAY 


GERMAN AND HUNGAR- 
IAN NAZIS SEEK TO BLOCK 
ARMISTICE REQUEST 


LONDON, Oct. 16-(£>)—Hungary 


—the la:.t large Nazi vassal nation 
—was reported engulfed in a Hit- 
ler-inspired reign of terror today 
as Hungarian Nazis made frenzied 
efforts to counteract an armistice 
request by the government or Ad- 
miral Nicholas Horthy and prevent 
another political and military de- 
bacle f'jv Germany. 


Pro-G.;rman elements, presumab- 
ly aided ty German SS divisions 
rushed *o Budapest from Vienna, 
apparently 
seized control of the 


country Immediately after the pe- 
tition for an armistice was broad- 
cast early last evening In an order 
of the day signed by regent Hor- 
thy.

ed that the Hungarian Nazi party 
headed by Ferec Szalasi had "tak- 
en matters in hand to eliminate 
traitors at all costs" and promised 
that "th» most ruthless measures," 
inducing the death penalty, would 
be imposed on those disobeying or- 
ders.

They cut down steel doors with
